WASHINGTON, Dee. 7.—If Europo 


wants to extricate Itself from the pen- 
alties of its mad Treaty of Versailles, 
let it hold another eoufe>enee, avowed- 
ly for that purpose, and the Tutted 
States will gladly take part and lend 
its assistance. 


That is the meaning ,more clearly 


defined this week, of I'resulent Hard- 
Ing's suggestion that th ' arms confer- 
ence should develop into a more gen- 
eral meeting of the nations. 


He does not propose a rival to tho 


League of Niuiont>, but he is veiy 
anxious that before thi» p esent con- 
ference shall adpourn it shall discuss 
a definite plan for a gathering of tho 
nations to take up the European and 
general situation created by tho ttgie 
blunders of the Big Four at Paris 


Slowly the picture of struggle be- 


fe-ence is being drawn for the people's 
hind the locked doors of the arms ccm- 
vlow. 
The United States dom.uuls 


that capital ships ho scrapped and a 
ten-year naval holiday agreed upon, 
in order that the race of naval arma- 
ments shall cease. 
Britain agrees, 


on condition that land armaments 
shall he curtailed in like proportion 
Japan agrees, hut only at a price of 
concessions in China and in the Pa- 
cific which may prove too gieat for 
the political safety of the American 
administration which grants it. China 
demands liberation from tho alien con- 
querors' military, economic and poli- 
tical control. 
She ia hinting at an 


alliance with Russia as her only al- 
ternative. 
While the diplomats and 


the financial and military advisers 
haggle over concessions to China and 
to Japan, the days slip by and the 
business of their gove:nments calls 
loudly for the return home of the 
chief negotiators 
The cry is raised, 


"Hurry up and finish this conference, 
or we shall lose the support of public 
opinion, and our program 
and our 


n-eftige will collapse!" 


Prance and Poland and Rumania 


and Hungary 
and 
Jugoslavia and 


Greece and Turkey and Russia and 
Finiand remain under arms. Italy also 
is armed, and the Near East is dotted 
with military camps. 
Someone must 


disarm these millions of men, as Lord 
Curzon has pointed out.

HOW CODY GOT NICKNAME OF 


"BUFFALO BILL" 


When the Kansas Pacific railroad 


was being built through Kansas in 
1867-68 it was necessary to provide 
food for an army of more than 1,500 
track-layers. 
A source of supply was 


nenr :u hand—vast Ixerds of buffalo— 
and men were hired to do nothing else 
but kill these animals for food. One 
of the best-known of the hunters was 
William Frederick Cody, a young fron- 
tiersman who had been a pony express 
rider and guide for General Custer. 
j 


The work was dangerous, for the In- 


dians did all they could to stop prog- 
ress on the railroad. 
They especially 


hated these hunters who killed more i 
buffalo In one day than they destroyed 
In a week, and Cody took his life In 
his hands every time he went out. 
He 


soon became such an expert hunter 
that the railroad men gave him the 
nickname of "Buffalo Bill." 


During Cody's career as a buiT^lo 


hunter, a period of IS months, hn' 
killed a total of 4,280 bison. 
His 


greatest exploit was his victory over 
Billy 
Comstock, a scout and rival 


hunter. 
The match was arranged by 


officers of Fort Wallace to decide 
which of the two men was the great- 
est slayer of bison. 
They were to 


hunt one day of eight hours, and the 
man who killed the greatest number 
of the animals was to be declared the 
champion buffalo hunter. 


A herd was found and separated 


Into two bunches. 
Cody Immediately 


began riding at the head of his bunch, 
shooting the lenders and crowding the 
followers in toward the ctnuir of an 
ever-narrowing circle. 
In a short time 


he bad killed 38, all of whom lay dead 
over a small area. 
Comstock hncl be- 


gun shooting at the rear of his herd j 
and, although he killed 23, they were i 
scattered over a distance of three j 
miles. 
Two more herda were found, | 


and when the final count was made, I 
Cody had 69 and Comstock 40. 
i 


Later Cody became a famous scout, 


and guide. 
He served with General 


Custer In Kansas and General Carr in 
Colorado. 
Cody was known ns "Pa- 


haskn—Long Hair" by the Sioux, who 
hod great respect for his prowess. 


After the Indian wars ended Buffalo 


P.H! organized his Wild West show, 
whjch added to his fame not only In 
America, but In Europe ns well. After 
seventy-two years of life crowded with 
ndventure, he died January 10, 3917. 
He ts burled on Lookout Mountain, 
nenr Denver Colorado.
